There is Still an Uncertainty as 


to Cause of Sudden Death 


of Frank Kelsey 


An inquest was held over the re- 


mains of Frank Kelsey yesterday af- 
ternoon by Coroner Updike and the fol- 
lowing verdict reached by the jury. 
"We find that Frank Kelsey was a na- 
tive of England, about 30 years of age 
and came to his death December 17, 
from the effects of an overdose of mor- 
phine, administered by himself, at his 
residence, 510 Sierra street." 


The jurymen who sat on the case 


were B. C. "Weir, E. B. Hancock, T. 
E. T'ippett, Frank Mahoney, Frank 
Pedercinia, Nick Blum and H. Raynor. 


The unlabeled box containing a pow- 


der that was found under the dead 
man's pillow was given to Reese & 
Duncan, chemists, for analyses. 
Mr. 


Reese took the stand as a witness. 
He testified that the box contained 
morphine. To comply with the phar- 
macy law the druggist who sold it 
should have labeled the box. 


Jim Budden took the stand and de- 


scribed the finding of the dead body. 
He knew nothing of the circumstances 
surrounding the death 


Dr. Abbott, the physician who held 


the autopsy, was the most important 
witness called. 
He testified that an 


examination of the body had failed to 
produce any cause 
for death. 
The 


thorax was opened, said the doctor, 
and the heart extracted and examined. 
There was no signs of corrosive poi- 
soning. 
There was no analysis made 


of the contents of the stomach. 
The 


urine was examined roughly, but gave 
no signs of morphine. 


When asked what in his opinion was 


the cause of death, Di. Abbott said: 
"The clotted blood in the heart would 
point to morphine, especially as there 
is no other cause for death." 


From the autopsy it was the opinion 


of Dr. Abbott that the deceased vcame 
to his death from the effects of mor- 
phine poisoning or asphyxiation. 
'^ Henry, Hughes, Deputy , Constable 
'Bason and O. A. Dockman all testi- 
fied as acquaintances of the deceased. 


In the tag upon a hand satchel of 


the deceased was found the address of 
his mother, Mrs. Thomas Kelsey, Bon- 
heim, Forest Hill, London, England. 


A telegram was sent to this address 


two days ago, but no answer has been 
received. It read as follows: 


"Frank Kelsey dead, no funds, await 


instructions, body embalmed." 


Although Kelsey died without funds 


he was in debt to no one. Those who 
knew him best speak highly of his 
manhood in business dealings 


A subscription has been started Jn 


the city and has reached over one hun- 
dred dollars. 
Should his mother re- 


spond to the cablegram, the money will 
be returned to the giver. 


One year ago at Christmas time 


Kelsey received a present of $750 from 
his fond parent and it is a current re- 
port that a sum of money is en route 
to him now. 


Kelsey had many friends and 
no 


enemies—except himself.

men they have thus far eluded cap- 
ture. 


Sherman is employed in th« con- 


struction department of the Southern 
Pacific company under Robert O'Con- 
nor. 


Yesterday 
he 
received his pay. 


Shortly afterward he came to town and 
proceeded to take in the sights. 


He strayed down Comerc.ial Row un- 


til he reached the office of the engi- 
neering department of the Southern 
Pacific company. 
He became tired 


at this point and sat on a step. It was 
here that the two thugs who robbed 
him approached. One grabbed Sher- 
man by the shoulder in a rough man- 
ner and pulled him to his feet. 


A number of people in the Clarendon 


watched the proceedings. 
Sherman 


was too drunk to offer strong resist- 
ance, but when he was lifted to his 
feet he called loudly for help. 
Hia 


cries were unheeded. 


With 
one 
burly 
thug 
holding- 


fast 
to him, the other started 
to 


thug holding him, the other started to 
go through his pockets. 
This mode 


being too slow one of the fellows took 
a knife and literally cut Sherman's 
clothes from him. 
"When the pocket 


containing his wages was 
cut the 


check fell to the sidewalk and was 
picked up. 
By this time the high- 


wuvmen became alarmed and dropping? 
the helpless man ran down Commer- 
cial Row to Lake and down Lake to 
the alley, where they disappeared. By 
this time the people around the hotel 
realized that a crime had been com- 
mitted and went to Sherman's aid. 


The officers were also informed and 


a good description of 
the robbers 


given. Thus far, however, no trace o£ 
the thugs has been found.

A DEFICIT PRODUCER

T has been clearly demonstrated that the much lauded 


Dingley tailffi Act, as a revenue producer is in fact a 


deficit producer and no Democratic witness nesd be called 
to prove It, for ut Is proven by the official statement of the 
Secretary of Treasuiy and also by Senator Elkins of West

Those taxes were not a burden up- 


on the people, and there was no senous complaints about 
them. Ihe excess of expenditures over levenues at pres- 
ent is not very large, but one may well notice that it is 
mounting to hundreds of thousands of dollais daily. We 
all hope there is to be no marked cuitajilment of the bus- 
iness over the country, but such periods invariably come 
sooner or later. 


"Suppose business operations 'are curtailed for the next

He was a member of

dence on Mill street at 2 p. m. to- 
morrow, will probably be conducted 
under the auspices of that order.

Commuted 


Discussing the petitions now being 


circulated in Lincoln county for the 
commutation of the sentence of Co- 
chie Sigmiller, the Indian boy now un- 
der sentence of death at the State 
Prison for the murder of a squaw man, 
the Delamar Lode has the following 
to say: 


The Lode has giiven its attention to 


the matter, solely as a matter of jus- 
tide and humanity 
Ihe ignorance of 


the boy is something like the innocence 
of childhood 
His confession was so 


frank that one can readily see he was 
alike unconscious of wrong and ig- 
norant of the effect of his plea. 
Al- 


though the death watch has been set 
over him, his question as to when he 
•will be set at liberty, are pathetic. The 
character oi the murdered man and 
his actions, putting himself on the 
level of the savage, and in some points 
below it, make it seem as if justice 
demanded that some action be taken 
in the matter. 


To turn the prisoner loose would be 


an admission that he had a right to 
take the law in his o\\n hands, to put 
hum in jail for life would be worse, 
in this case, than execution, for while, 
in the case of a ^hite man the dis- 
grace of a legal execution is not the 
least part of the punishment, in this 
case that point would be of no>value to 
the Indian intelligence and imprison- 
ment would be only a specues of tor- 
ture 
The term should be only long 


enough to teach the lesson and sow 
the seeds of reformation. With this 
justice would be satisfied. 
In our 


opinion one year would be sufficient 
and we are upheld in this by many 
influential citizens %n the county and 
the state 
The matter will be brought 


before a board of intelligent and fair- 
minded men who will consider the 
facts and deal out justice. 'Whatever 
that decision may be, we are satisfied 
it will be substantial justice and that 
is just what the Lode wants to see

Handed Down by Supreme Court 


in Test Case of City of Reno 


vs. D. B. Boyd 


Following is the full text of the Su- 


preme Court decision in the test suit 
brought by the City of Reno against 
D. B. Boyd, Treasurer of Washoe 
county, to' prevent him from convert- 
ing to the State certain portions of 
the city taxes. The decision is writ- 
ten by Justice Belknap: 


This is an application for- a writ of 


mandate requiring the Treasurer ol 
the County of "Washoe to place ali 
moneys collected from licenses by the 
City of Reno in the general fund of the 
city, and to hold the same subject to 
the payment of proper warrants. 


Under the terms of the act incorpo- 
rating the town of Reno and establish- 
ing a city government therefor, ap- 
proved March 16, 1903, respondent in 
addition to his duties as treasurer of 
the county was constituted ex-offlcio 
City Treasurer and tax receiver. It ap- 
pears by affidavit that as 
ex-offlcio 


City Treasurer he had upon the 22nd 
day of July last $397.50 of the funds of 
the city which had been collected for 
licenses. By the provisions of sub-divi- 
sion ninth, of section 20, of the char- 
ter, Stats. 1903, p. 190, he is required 
out of these moneys to apportion one- 
quarter thereof to the State of Nevada, 
one-quartei to the County of Washoe, 
and the remainder to the general fund 
of the city. 


Relator claims 
that the 
moneys 


raised by the city for licenses should 
be used for its benefit, and not for the 
benefit of 
the State or for Washoe 


county, and that the requirement is 
obnoxious to several provisions of the 
Constitution of the State. 


The purpose of an exaction from the 


public in the form of a tax or license, 
either for revenue or in the exercise 
of 
the 
police power, is 
for 
the 


benefit of the locality from which the 
money is collected. Any exaction laid 
upon a district or community in which 
it has no interest or imposed for the 
benefit of others to which it is not 
justly bound to contribute is invalid. 


"If a single township," says Judge 


Cooley in his treatise on the law of 
taxation, p. 141, "were to be required 
to levy upon its inhabitants and col- 
lect and pay over to the State what- 
ever moneys were necessary to pay 
the salaries of the several State offi- 
cers, it would be apparent, 'at first 
blush,' that the enactment was not one 
which either in its purpose or tenden- 
cy, was to make the taxpayers of that 
township contribute only their several 
proportions to the public purpose-.for 
which the tax was to be Jevied. If, on 
the other hand, for the purpose of 
purchasing and ornamenting a city 
park, or 
any other improvement of 


mere local convenience, a tax should 
be imposed upon the whole State, it 
would be equally manifest that equal- 
ity and justice were not the purpose 
of the imposition, but that if carried 
into effect, the people of the State not 
residing in the city would be compelled 
to contribute to a purpose in which, 
in a legal sense, they had no interest 
whatever 
* ' *, It can, be stated 


with emphasis that the burden of a tax 
must be made to rest upon the State 
at large, or upon any particular dis- 
trict of the State, according as the pur- 
pose for which it is levied is of gen- 
eral roncein to the whole State or, on 
the other hand, pertains only to the 
particular 
district. A State purpose | 


may be accomplished by State- ta-xa- 
tion, a county purpose by county taxa- 
tion, or a public purpose1 for any in- 
ferior district by taxation of said dis- 
trict. This is not only just, taut it is 
essential.1 To any extent that one man 
is compelled to pay 1n order to re- 
lieve others of a public burden prop- 
erly resting upon them, his property 
is taken for private purposes, as plain- 
ly and as palpably as it would be if 
appropriated to the payment of 
the 


debts or the discharge of the obliga- 
tions which the person thus relieved by 
his payments might owe to private 
parties. 'By taxation,' it is said in a 
leading case, 'is meant a certain mode 
of raising revenue for the public pur- 
pose in which the 
community that 


pays it has an interest. An act of the 
Legislature 
authorizing contributions 


to be levied for a mere private purpose, 
or for a purpose which, though it be 
public, is one in which the people from 
whom they are exacted have no inter-

In the matter of lands in the town of 
Elatbush, 60, N. T., 398, is was de- 
cided that it was not within the power 
of ,the Legislature to compel the ad- 
joining town of Flatbush to be taxed 
for the payment of debts previously 
contracted for the City of Brooklyn. 


In the course of its opinion the court 
said: "There is no principle that I am 
aware of, which sanctions the doc- 
trine that It is within the taxing pow- 
xer of the Legislature to compel one 
town, city or locality to contribute to 
the payment of the debts of another. 
The government has no such author- 
ity, and this case is entirely without 
precedent. 
If such, assessments were 


to be authorized, they might not be 
limited to adjoining towns, cities or 
villages, but applied to those located 
at great distances from each other. 
Such legislation would be unjust, mls- 
chievious and oppressive and cannot 
be tolerated."
